State. The Tuskegee Normal and In- 


dustrial Institute received 25,0 0 | 


nxeres which has practically all been 
sold, substantially all lands no w 
remaining to the eredit of the eduea- 
tional system of the State being the 
property of the comomn schools, the 


University, and Alabama College. 


The loose system of handling the 
State lands in efefet for many years 
resulted in a diversion of much valu- 
able property from the purposes for 


which the lands were granted by the 


rederal Government, A great deal of 
common sehool land comprising the 
sixteenth sections was given aw ft y 
outright in spite of the limitations ae- 
companying their grant by the Goy- 
ernment, Niven after the destructive 
laws under which the sehool children 


of the State were deprived of — the 


benefits of this grant were repealed, 
efforts continued to be made to 
alienate title from the State by illegal 
means, The result is chat, not only as 
to school lands but as to other State 
holdings, a great deal of investivat- 
ion must be made before the owner- 
ship of particular tracts can be defi-} 


nitely determined. 


The task is one wh'ech will take a 
considerable number of years to com- 
plete, The Levislature in passing the 
new Act omitted to make financial
